What Should One Write About 


We wonder if people know how a fellow feels about his job 
who writes ‘‘stuff’’ for an (so-called) editorial column—or any 
ether kind of a column. For this News Guy it’s a problem to 
dig up something to write about that we think will interest read- 
ers—and then we're seldom—if ever—satisfied with the way it 
is written. Naturally—one wonders what per cent of the sub- 
gcribers to a paper read what he writes. Sometimes a reader 
gives the writer ‘‘Hail Columbia’’ for something he does not 
“Fike—and occasionally he is complimented for something he has 
written. However, these comments are not very numerous. 

Perhaps a writer is in somewhat the same position as a wife 
whose husband does not make any comments on her cooking. 
Most husbands give their ‘‘better half’’ to understand that when 
they do not kick on her cooking they are satisfied with it—but 
we do not feel so optimistic about what we ‘‘dish up’’ to our 
readers—if any. Homer King, who writes a really outstanding 
column in the Hemet News each week, apparently has the same 
misgivings about what he produces as do most of the rest of us. 
He tells about it in the following manner: 

‘‘Honestly, this column is just about as much of a bore 
to us as to our readers. We are in about the same position 
asa preacher. Whether a preacher has anything to say or 
not, he must preach 90 to 100 sermons every year. We 
sympathize with the preachers. We know just how it is. 
His sermons are not as a rule the results of his own spirit- 
ual or intellectual experiences, but the gleanings of his read- 
ings highly influenced by the particular text of systematic 


theology which he studied in the seminary. 
“Chiefly his sermons are either a defense of dogmas which 
he is expected to defend, or they are a collection of’ very 


pretty but, for the most part, meaningless essays on topics 
in which the people have no real interest, but against which 
there can be no charge of heresy. 

“The preacher must preath something. His salary de- 
pends on it, and should he rise in his pulpit and frankly de- 
elare that on that particular Sunday morning he had noth- 
ing to say, his official board would begin to reason among 
themselves as to the advisability of securing a new pastor, 
especially since, in all probability, such an honest man would 
already have made enough enemies to furnish adequate 
eause for his removal. 

‘**The writer of a column like this is in the same boat with 
the preachers, even though the gentlemen of the cloth may 
not appreciate our society. ; 

““We have to be careful what we say. If we say what we 
think we are certain to get in bad somewhere. No matter 
how eareful we are to write things that don’t mean any- 
thing and at which no one can take offense, we are contin- 
ually getting off on the wrong.foot. One week we find we 
have incurred the disapproval of the Republicans, the next 
week the chamber of commerce and the next week the gar- 
bage collectors’ union. 

“At an early date we shall make a determined attempt 
to give our readers this column in such a way that no of- 
fense can be taken. We shall reprint the Sermon on the 
Mount in Japanese.’’ 

An editor or writer is in much the same position as most 

ethers who are in business in that he does his best to please. 
However, he is expected to express his opinion and take a stand 
@n most questions that come up—and it is impossible to please 
everybody, for as it is said, ‘‘There are two sides to every ques- 
tion.’’ If he expects everybody to like everything he writes 
he is more optimistic than wise. If he gets 2s many bouquets as 
brickbrats thrown at him he should be happy.
